Security Coonefl considers next 


CARACAS (R) — The Vene- 
zuelan government said Friday it 
had put down a coup attempt by 
rebel soldiers who bombed the 
presidential palace in their upris- 
ing and the coup leaders had 
surrendered. 

But witnesses said gunfire was 
still heard in several parts of foe 
capital and it appear^ some re- 
bels were still fighting. 

Interior Minister Luis Pinenia 
Ordaz said in a televised state- 
ment foe leaders of the coup 
attempt, the second this year in 
ofl-rich Venezuela, turned them- 
selves into authorities about six- 
hours after they launched their 
uprising. 

*T want to inform foe country 
that the principal leaders of the 
rebels have surrendered. They 
have turned themselves in to the 
authorities," Mr. Pinenia said. 
He did not provide any details. 

Up to nine peojrie were re- 
ported dead in the fighting which 
broke out at dawn with the rebels 


takeover of a major television 
station. 

.At about 5:30 a.m. (0930 
GN-fT} the station broadcast a 
videotaped message from Lieute- 
nant Colonel Hugo Chavez Frias, 
leader of a Februaiy uprising.

FoIlo’Aring the broadcast, three 
men, one in miiitarv' uniform, 
made what appeared to be a live 
statement on state television, also 
calling for help from all Vene- 
zuelans. 

The trio said they belonged to 
the Boiivarian Revoiutionary 
Movement MBR-200, which they 
described as a civilian military 
group. 

“We call on all the people to 
come out on the street so ihat we 
can finish once and for all with 
this usurper govemmeni." said 
the man in uniform. w*ho was not 
identified. 


Shooting immediately broke 
out and continued for hours 
around the Miraflores presiden- 
tial complex. 

An aircraft under rebel com- 
mand dropped a bomb on the 
palace complex, damaging the 
upper floors of the administrative 
building, a Reuter journalist in- 
side the complex said. 

Venezuelan President Carlos 
Andres Perez was in another 
building in the complex and was 
not hurt. The 70-year-old presi- 
dent survived an earlier coup 
attempt on February 4. 

About 1,000 civilians marched 
toward the palace in support of 
foe rebels, but they di^rsed 
when police fired teargas at the 
crowd. Several cars and shops 
were set ablaze in the streets 
around the palace. 

Military sources said loyal 
troops had shot down two U.S.- 
made arrrrafr in rebel hands.

U.N. petitioe accuses 
murder, torture 5 SEssii 


NEW YORK — In a petition to 
be filed with the United Nations 
Cunmission on Human Rights on 
Dec. 3, an Arab-American femily 
diarges the Kuwaiti government 
with Summary execution, torture 
and a campaign of egregious hu- 
man rights violations against non- 
dtizens of Kuwait following foe 
Gulf War. 

In their U.N. petition, foe 
Faiiiat femily describes how on 
Mardi 3, 1991, shortly after the 
Kuwaiti government was restored 
to power, a Kuwaiti soldier shot 
and killed Ismail Farhat and his 
. son, Osama, and raped and shot 
his daughter, Naimat. 

Hie Farhats, Lebanese citizens 
who had lived in Kuwait for over 
30 years, worked actively with foe 
Kuwaiti undergound during the 
Ir^ occupation, but were victi- 
mised by a gross campaign of 
violent abuses directed against 
non -citizens living in Kuwait at 
the time of foe Iraqi invasion. 
The Farhats' U.N. petition asks 
for an investigation of foe whole 
pattern of human rights abuses, 
as well as of the attack on the 


Fa.>-hsLS. 

■•''.'e ask for aLTiplc Justice, for 
ourselves and for ai! foe ofoers 
who have suffered," said Naimat 
Farhat. who is now living in 
California. Ms. Farhat, per- 
manently disablc-i as a result of 
her crdcal, has repeatedly de- 
manded foal foe Kuwaiti govern- 
ment provide compensation to 
enable her to obtain medical care 
and rehabilitation. 

Naim Farhat. her brother, a 
U.S. citizen who lives in Santa 
*Cruz. (Hail.fomia. added that “the 
Kuwaiti government cannot get 
away with the murder of my 
father and brother, the brutal 
attack on my sister, or the 
foousands of other atrocities they 
have committed. We demand 
that (the Kuwaiti authorities) 
punish those responsible and 
compensate my family and all the 
families w'ho hav e been abused by 
their forces." 

Beth Stephens, the Centre for 
Constitutional Rights (CCR) 
attorney representing the 
Farhats, stated that "foe govern- 
ment of Kuwait relied on interna- 
tional law when it asked the 


world community to drive the 
Iraqis out of Kuwait. Now the 
world community must inrist that 
Kuwait respect international law 
in its treatment of people living 
under its rule." 

The U.N. petition charges that 
the Kuwaiti government has 
violated fundamental principles 
of international human rights 
law, including summary execu- 
tion and torture, discrimination 
based on national origin and sex- 
based discrimination. 

Ms. Stephens noted that the 
Farhats have made repeated 
attempts to contaa the' Kuwaiti 
government but de^ite the sup- 
port of members of U.S. Con- 
gress and the U.S. embassy in 
Kuwait, foe Kuwaiti government 
refuses to respond. “They ignore 
our letters, deny that the crime 
ever took place, and once even 
insisted that it couidn't be true 
because 'rape is not our way. ' We 
filed foe U.N. action because it's 
long past time that they began to 
take their international law 
obiigations seriously," she said.

TEL AVTV (R) — French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand has 
bluntly reaffirmed his support for 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) and for a Palesti- 
nian state. 

But Mr. Mitterrand acceded to 
an Israeli request to stay out of 
direct Arab-I^eli peace negotia- 
tions and instead provide an eco- 
nomic incentive to rebuild a 
peaceful Midde East. 

"I seem to recall that a Palesti- 
nian state was recognised by the 
United Nations about that here," 
Mr. Mitterrand told a news con- 
ference Thursday after two days 
of talks wnth Israeli leaders. 

When the Jewish state was 
established in 1948, foe proposed 
Palestinian state “was left high 
and dry," he said. “But it has foe 
same right." 

He said he had reminded his 
hosts of “foe existence of foe 
PLO, which until now has 
appeared to be the only valid 
partner.. .no other real force has 
appeared on the political hori- 
zon.” 

Mr. Mitterrand endorsed 
Israel's proposal for elections in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
but said it was up to the Palesti- 
nians to decide how they settled 
foe balance of power between the 
occupied territories and the PLO 
in Tunis. 

He said Paris would propose 
that foe European Community 
(EC) set aside a fund of Up to one 
billion Ecus (S1.23 billion) to 
support joint economic develop- 
ment projects in the reg^^nTr- . 

It could be used to develop 
water resources, transport links, 
trade and tourism. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said after a two-day meet- 
ing with Mr. Mitterrand that dif- 


ferences of opinion would nor 
prevent Israel and France work- 
ing together. 

“I believe this visit will serve as 
a landmark in opening a new 
chapter, a much better one. in foe 
relationship between France and 
Israel,” be told reporters. 

He praised Mr. Minetrand's 
call for Palestinians to take a 
step-by-step approach to building 
peace and urged him to try to 
convince Palestinian leaders to 
negotiate seriously. 

In occupied Jerusalem Mr. 
Mitterrand pledged 20 million 
francs (S4 million) in aid to 
Palestinians in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, Palestinian spokeswoman 
Han an Ashrawi told reporters 
Thursday. 

She said President Mitterrand 
also promised Arab leaders from 
foe territories that France was 
willing to provide training for 100 
Palestinians. 

Mr. Mitterrand, who is on a 
state visit to Israel, made the 
pledges at a meeting with four 
leading West Bank Palestinians at 
the French consulate in West 
Jerusalem. 

Faisal A1 Husseini, the promin- 
ent nationalist leader in the occu- 
pied territories, said after the 
meeting he had urged Francs and 
the European Community to be- 
come more involved in Middle 
East peace ne^tiations.

AMMAN — Tribal and tradi- 
tional politics are expected to 
shape the outcome of today's 
municipal elections in foe 
southern dty of Karak, while 
political affiliation will play a 
backstage role. 

Twenty candidates de for 
foe eleven seats on foe Karak 
Municipal Council. Of the 
twenty, eleven are running 
under the “Karak list," while 
six are being fielded by foe 
“Solidarity list." Three candi- 
dates are running independent- 
ly. While neither list has a 
clearly defined political stance, 
the Solidarity list is considered 
to be closer to represen*'' 
pan-Arabs, liberals and . . 
tists. 

MEWS AMALYSfiS 

The “Karak list” is com- 
posed of a patchwork of sea- 
soned Karak politicians and 
first time candidates who have 
no defined political back- 
ground. Popular support for 
pan-Arab politics and a re- 
latively lar^ Christian popula- 
tion have ^ways distinguifoed 
.Karak and its environs from 
other more tribal regions of the 
Kingdom. But tribal politics 
appears to be reemerging. Re- 
^rdless of political leanings, 
observers in Karak say that a 
candidate must have strong 
tribal support if he hopes to 
win foe election. Tlie eleven 
candidates mth the greatest 
tribal support are thus ex- 
pected to be the winners once 
foe votes have been counted 
Saturday night. 

The municipal council has 
traditionally reserved two of its 
eleven seats for Christians and 
one or two for Jordanian of 
Palestinian origin — common- 
ly referred to in the city as just 
Palestinians — who have been 
long-time residents of the 
soufoem town. 

The two “minority" groups 
have frequently joined as 
candidates on foe same politic- 
al list, but this year the 


alliances have shifted. While 
two Christian candidates sit on 
the solidarity list, one Oirist- 
‘ian and two Palestinians are on 
the Karak list. Although neith- 
er the Muslim brotherhood nor 
independent Islamists have 
officially nominated candi- 
dates, they do have influence 
in foe Karak list, political 
activists who live in Karak toid 
the Jordan Times this 
weekend. 

Abdullah Majali, a promin- 
ent member of the Muslim 
Brotherhood in Karak and a' 
member of the powerful Majali 
clan is a driving force behind 
foe Karak list, although he is 
not bn it. 

Thus *'we consider the 
Karak list has the support of 
foe Brotherhood." said a sea- 
soned observer in Karak Fri- 
day. 

Wfo more consensus among 
tribes and dans, than during 
foe legislative race in 1989. the 
people in Karak agreed to have 
“primaries." Almost every ma- 
jor tribe or dan in Karak has 
consolidated its efforts to field 
one candidate. Some clans 
have come to an agreement 
with others that they will ^ve 
their support for a given candi- 
date from a given tribe in 
return for support for foeir 
candidate in foe 1993 legisla- 
tive elections. “It is a quid pro 
quo," said o.ne acrixnsi from 
Karak. , 

Neither list is claiming it can 
pull off a complete viaory for 
its group. However, at least 
three of foe Solidarity list's six 
candidates are expected to win 
seats on foe council, say obser- 
vers. Meanwhile, four of those 
on foe Karak list are also 
^assured seats on the coundt. 
according to supporters. 

There are an estimated 
11,000 voters re^tered for to- 
day's elections. Some of these 
registered live in the villages 
outside Karak and many of 
them are not expected to vote. 
While foe munidpai elections, 
unlike the legislative, are res- 
tricted to the townspeople of

Turkey poised for new 
Mow against Kurd rebels

ANKARA (AP) — After 
smashing the Turkish Kurdish re- 
bel stroii^iolds in nortbern Iraq 
with the help (rf the Iraqi Knrds, 
is working to make its 
victory last while facing ad in- 
creasing Kurdish challenge at 
home. 

“We are gi^ng to destroy their 
roots,” General Dogan Cures, 
the general staff cfai^, said last 
week. 

In an unusual alliance, the Ira- 
qi Kurds turned on tfa^ ethnic 
relatives in Turkey in a jcrint 
offenave mtfa Turkey in Octo- 
ber. The Iraqi Kurds need Tur- 
key’s support for their de facto 
state, a consideration which out- 
weighed ethnic ties. 

Shortly after, 15,000 Turkish 
troops, backed jets, helicop- 
ters and tanks crossed the border 
to capture the mountain bases the 
rebels of the Kurdistan Workers 
{^ity (PKK) have been using to 
attack Turl^ targets. 

Gen. Cures said diat of the 
estimated 7,000 insurgents en- 
trenched along Che 331-kiloinetre 
(205 mSe) border, tnxqts and 
Iraqi Kurdish gnenillas killed 
1,800 and wounded 1,000. 

Another 1,700 were interned 
by the Iraqi Kurds at the end of 
tte month-long fitting. They 
were moved away to camps near 
Iran. 

Tlie rest, Gen. Cures said, bad 
mostly slijq>ed mto Syria, Iran 
and Turkey, though some small 
bands were still roaming the 
mountains. 

Ttirid^ military officials said 
nearly 5,000 Kalashnikovs, two 
air-to-surface missiles, hundreds 
of machineguns and anti-aircraft 
guns, rocket laundters and large 
cadies of ammunition and food 
stocks bad been seized in cap- 
tured camps. 

Osman Ocaian, the PKK com- 
mander, was among those moved 
to near Iran. Abdullah Ocalan, 
his brother and PKK’s supreme 
leader, is believed to be in Syria 
despite its security agreement 
with ’Hirkey. 

Turkey is partly depending on 
Iraqi Kurds to keep out the re- 
bels, who have been fighting for 


self rule in southeastern Turkey 
since 1984. They moved into 
no rth ern Iraq after die Gulf war. 

The Iraqi Kurds, to move into 
place a 6,000 strong force to 
police the border, sou^t Ttir- 
key*s help to reset^ 3^ villages 
whose inhabitants had been 
scared away by the PKK, said a 
senior Iraqi Knrdish official 
travelling through Ankara 
Wednesday. He spoke on concli- 
tioQ of anonymity. 

Turkey bad pledged to help set 
np 65 military posts to be manned 
1^ the Kurdish fighters. “But, 
there will be a natm^ liatson with 
Turkish soldiers,'* the official 
said. 

Iraqi Kurds reportedly have 
promised to disarm the PKK and 
keep it at a sale distance. 

Turkish officials in Ankara 
were privately skeptical that the 
Iraqi Kurds bad disarmed all the 
PK& fighters. A private Turkish 
television station ^owed scenes 
from the internment camp in 
which the insurgents were seen 
carrying Kalashnikov rifles. 

Osman Ocalan fold the celevt- 
sU» that tiiey retained their free- 
dom, and that they had merely 
cani^ out a “tactical retreat.” 

Meanwhile, the Thrki^i incur- 
9on promoted worries among the 
Iraqi Kurds about a pennanent 
stay. 

A statement Premier Suley- 
man Deirarel that the “border 
was drawn wrong ...it should 
have passed soach of the moun- 
tains” fueled Knrdish fears. 

To set their minds at ease, die 
Turkish Foreign Ministry sent 
two envoys to Iraqi Kuntisb lead- 
ers Mas^d Barzani and lalal 
Talabani with assurances against 
a long stay. 

Th&y has already pulled back 
an armoured unit nisbed in to 
cut the escape route of the insur- 
gents. Foreign ^finiscer Iflkmat 
Cetin also said two weeks ago 
that the vrididrawal would be 
complete shortly. 

TTm Iraqi Kurdish official in 
Ankara said be expected the 
withdrawal to be over within 
weeks. 

Turkey still faces military 


opposition at home. By official 
esmnates, there are 4,000 PKK 
guerrillas inside the country. 

Guerrillas are backed by a 
large “militia** of part time fight- 
ers assisting in attacks on towns. 
They also boast rising popular 
support. The funerals for slain 
rebels often turn into violent anti- 
government riots. 

Eflbits to af^teasc the Kurds 
with culiural ri^ts are defeated 
by morders of local politicians 
and journalists suppenting the re- 
bels. Kurds blame the secret 
polioe. 

Facing the rebel strength are 
some 100,000 troops and policO* 
commandos, as well as some 
30,000 Kurdish village guards 
anmd and paid by the govern- 
ment. 

The anti-insurgent campaign 
has caused fears of ethnical fric- 
tion between Turks and about 12 
minion Kurds who make one-fifth 
of Turkey's population. 

Heavy army casualties ftom 
PKK atracks — over 5,000 people 
have died on both rides — have 
caused anti-Kurdish demonstra- 
tions and harassment of Kurds 
living in major cities in western 

Despite PKK accusations of 
treason, Mr. Barzani and Mr. 
Talabani want to consolidate the 
alliance whh Turkey to survive an 
Iraqi food and fuel blockade. 

Turkey has leverage on the 
Iraqi Ki^sfa administration for 
two reasons: It is tiie main source 
for supplies and tranrit for West- 
ern aid, and the Western Air 
Force protecting the Kurds from 
an Iraqi attack is based in Tur- 
key. 

The government has hinted 
that the force's mandate, expiring 
in December, will be extended 
although the partiament has the 
final say. 

But 'nirtey remains cool to die 
Iraqi Kurds* aspirations for a 
federal state, backed by Iran and 
S)roa sdiich also have Kurdish 
minorities. Meeting in Ankara on 
Nov. 14. foreign ministers of the 
three countries opposed “steps 
that might endanger the unity of 
Iraq.” 


Iraq: Mitterrand to share fate of all foes 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said 
Friday French President Francois 
Mitterrand's visit to Israel was an 
effort to preserve his “shaky 
throne” at home. 

“Fire has been devouring 
Iraq’s enemies ...and is now 
burning Mitterrand’s feet,” said 
A1 Thawra. the ruling Baath Par- 
ty news^iaper, in an article signed 
by President Saddam Hussein's 
of {HOfoCOl. 

“He is pleading, using all 
means, to satisfy Zionism to 
strengthen his trembling throne 


in the remainder of his (Residen- 
cy,** said the article written by 
Abdul Wadud A1 SheikUy, head 
of protocol in the presiciential 
office. 

Baghdad's offidal press has 
previously said God iofUcted car- 
eer on Mitterrand to punish him 
for his egression in the Gulf war. 

In an interview with the Jorda- 
nian newspaper A1 Dustour pub- 
lished Friday, Mr. Mitterrand 
blamed the suffering of the Iraqi 
people under U.N. sanctions on 
the Baghdad government. 

He told the newspaper sanc- 


tions against Iraq would only be 
lifted ^en the government de- 
cided to respect all the U.N. 
resolutions applied to.it. 

France was a main pillar in the 
U.S.-led multinational force that 
drove Iraqi occupation troops 
from Kuwait in Februaiy 1991. 

Mr. Thawra also pritici^ Mr. 
hfftterrand, who spent Wednes- 
day and Thursday in Israel, for 
spealdng out agmnst the Arab 
economic boyoon of the Jewish 
state, which it said was “effective 
and disturbing to the Zionist enti- 
ty.” 


Denktash threatens to quit Cyprus 
talks if forced to sign settlement 


NICOSIA (R) — Turkish Cyp- 
riot leader Rauf Denktarii said 
Friday be would resign if he was 
forced to sign a Cyprus settie- 
ment based on U.N. Security 
Council lines. 

“If anyone tried to force me to 
sign such an a^eement, of comse 
I will not and if necessary 1 shall 
certainly resign,” he told Reuters 
io the T&ilcisb sector of divided 
Nicosia. 

Mr. Denktash was reacting to a 
Council resolution adopted 
Wednesday which said be was 
mostly to blame for the failure of 
U.N.-sponsored talks with Cyp- 
rus Pr»dent George Vassiliou. 

It said the New York talks 
failed largely because Mr *^*- 
nktash did not ac..-p‘ ; 
ideas on the outiine ol a settle- 
ment presented by Secretary- 
General Boutros Gfaali. 

“The only good tiring that 


came out of the last sesrion is the 
fact that the position of both sides 
are now on p^r,” Mr. De- 
nktash said, ad£ng tlut Dr. Gtaa- 
fi’s report preceding the resolu- 
tion showed that “distnist be- 
tween the two sides is foo de^.*’ 

“If so, and it is so, how can 
anyone expect these people (Tur- 
Idw and Greek Cypriots) to come 
together under a feder^ roof at 
this stage.” 

Cyprus has been divided since 
1974 when Tuiidsfa troops oocu- 
[ned the northern third of the 
iriand after a coup, engineering 
by the nuTitaiy junta then ruling 
Greece, toroled the government 
in I*ncosia. 'The Turkish Cypriots 
proclaimed their own republic in 
, with Denktash as prerident, 
but it is recognised only by Ank- 
ara. 

*‘Under the (secretary- 
^neiral’s) report and the latest 


Council resolution, ...25,000 to 
30,000 Greek Cypriots will cross 
to the Turidsfa 'Cjpmc nortii, 
thus creating the conations of 
insecurity, ffiction which ulti- 
mately wiU end in disaster,” Mr. 
Denktash said. 

Triridsh Prime hGnister Suley- 
man Demirel challenged the 
Greek Cypriots Thursday to 
guarantee peace on the island if 
Turkey withdrew its 30,000 
troops in the north. 

Mr. Denktarii rejects Dr. Gha- 
li’s proposals whidi he says would 
return displaced Greek Cypriots 
to their former homes in the 
north but dislodge about 40,000 
Tbridsfa Cypriots if applied in 
fall. 

He insists on limited sovereign- 
ty for the two states of the envis- 
aged federation, coastitatknal 
rights for Turks, political equality 
and a rotating presidency.

ZAGREB (R) — Iranian Foreigri 
Minister AU Akbar Velayati 
failed to visit Sarajevo after bmng 
told by officials that all flights fo 
the Bosnian capital had been 
cancelled. 

“I was told by the officials in 
Groatia and Bosnia that all flights 
have been cancelled since 
Wednesday when a French plane 
was shot at in Sarajevo.” Mr. 
Velayati told reporters in Zagreb 
Thunday evening before leaving 
for Tehran. 

Mr. Velayati, who arrived in 
Croatia Wednesday, said be bad 
hoped to catch a U.N. relief fli^t 
into Sarajevo to see the situation 
in the dty, besieged by Serb 
forces. 

But he did not manage to 
board any of the outgoing planes 
Thuisday and the reason re- 
mained unclear. 

The United Nations 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) briefly suspended aid 
fillets into Sarajevo afteraFieodi 
plane was hit by a solitary ballet 
Wednesday. 

UNHCR relief planes, includ- 
ing German, BritiiA, French and 
Canadian aircraft, flew Thursday 
to Sarajevo without any prob- 
lems, official sources In Zagreb 
said. 

Although be said Bosnian Pres- 
ident Aiija Izetbegoric had per- 
stHially told him on the telephone 
that flights to Sarajevo were can- 
celled, Mr. Velayati expressed 
su^ndon that some Western gov- 
ernments had preranted his trip. 

“Maybe the Western countries 
dera'ed me a flight fo &iajevo 
because Iran is against tins inter- 
national silence, spraflcally ftom 
the West, regai^g the mas- 
.sacres committed against Mus- 
lims and Croats in Bosnia,” be 
said. 

UNHCR sources sud that Mr. 
Velayati had been scheduled to 
fly to the Bosnian capital 
Wednesday moroing but be had | 
arrived in Croatia m the late 
afternoon. 

“A Jordanian plane could have j 
taken him in today (Thursday) ' 
but ft decided not to fly ^ all, so 
then why should some other 
Western plane take him, esj^al- 
ly at such a short notice without 
any security guarantees?” a 
senior offidd said.

West to take new steps on 
Libya over Lockerbie 


PARIS (R) — The United States. 
France and Britain will take new 
steps to enforce sanctions against 
Libya over its alleged involve- 
ment in the downing of an Amer- 
fcao and a French airfiner, the 
French Foreign Ministry said Fri- 
day. 

'The United States, France 
and the United King^m are 
determined to intensify their 
efforts in dose cooperation With 
the secretary-general of the Un- 
ited Nations to ensure stricter 
enforcement of the sanctions 
adopted in March ...“an offidal 
statement said. 

“They urge the Libyan govern- 
ment to stop defying the interna- 
tional community. L^a's failure 
in respect of its international 
obU^tions will only remforce its 
isolation in the world commun- 
ky,” U added.

Tehran radio, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted AH Akbar 
Besharati as saying, “our neigb- 
bouis have conefuded military 
pacts with the big powers, and 
still continue to equip themselves 
with advanced milit^ weapons. 
Then why shouldn't we restore 
our lost arms?” 

Mr. Besharati was speafcpg 
before the weekly prayer session 
at Tehran Univei^. It is rare 
for non-denes, like Mr. Beshar- 
ati, to address the worshipers, 
who usually get a political dis- 
course from a senior dergyman 
before the group prayer.

It is a JVA policy to set up as 
many as desert dams as possible 
and several sites have been 
chosen for such projects which 
can save a great amount of rain 
water, said Dr. Wish^. 

Referring to the water col- 
lected from the rains of the past 
week. Dr. Wishah said that near- 
ly one million cubic metres of 
water flowed towards die King 
Talal Dam, the largest in the 
county, half a million flowed to 
Kafrein Dam and mie quarter 
million to Sbueib Dam.

Anti-Discrimination group presses Arabs 
to condemn American Jewish lobby

AMMAN — The American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Com- 
mittee (ADC) is pressing Arab 
regimes to condemn tbe power of 
Africa's laigest Jewish lobby, 
saying it b now time to weaken 
the lobby's grip on Washington 
and balance ^nerican policy in 
the Middle East. 

"This is an opportnnity to ex- 
pose AIPAC (American-Isiael 
Public Affeirs Committee) on the 
American scene. If Arab govern- 
ments don't sit this one nut. 
AIPAC ann-twisting could be 
curtailed.'' said Farid Husseiny of 
the ADC office in Amman. 

AIPAC cannonballed into con- 
troversy Oct. 30 with tbe lerigna- 
tion of its President David Stein- 
er. Mr. Steiner stepped down 
after be was secretly tape- 
recorded boasting about his ties 
to tile then Sectary of State 
James Baker and Democratic 
presideotal candidate Bill Ctin- 
ton. 

(jonversing with a potential 
AIPAC donor. New York 
businessman Ha^ Katz, Mr. 
Striner danned he was negotiat- 
ing widi tbe CUnton campaign 
over possible appointments and 
that be had "cut a deal” with Mr. 
Baker on U.S. aid to Israel. 

"H (ADQ could get enough 
reaction from the Arab Woild — 
parHaments, institutes, and reg- 
imes — Arabs could expose 
AIPACs actirities and weaken 
its efforts in the ftiture,” said 
bead of the ADC Middle East 


Regiona] Office Nidal Sukhtian. 

ADC is also pushing for Mr. 
Qinton to make a statement re- 
gaiding the scandal of what has 
been described by journalists and 
congressmen as “America's Slst 
state.” ADC, applauding Qin- 
ton’s early announcement pledg- 
ing controls on spedal interest 
lobbying by offidals serving in his 
administration, also urged Qin- 
ton to go on record "to affirm 
that they will not breach the 
public trust by yielding to AIPAC 
or to any other spedal interest 
group," said ADC President 
Albert Mokhiber in a fax to (he 
Jordan Times. 

ADC has dev*eloped a media 
strategy to gather widespread 
support against tbe public lobby 
that stait^ in 1954 and spealu 
for most major U.S. Jewish orga- 
nisations. 

It is to send memos to 
Washington, letters and tape 
transcripts to Arab and European 
ambassadors and news agendes 
and requests to Arab leaders to 
take a stronger offidal position. 

But, some ADC supporters 
fear that Arab governments will 
be reluctant to press the new 
Clinton administration to 
down AIPAC for fear of "getting 
started on the wrong foot with the 
administration.” 

Many ambassadors, including 
Arabs who ADC contacted 
had never heard of AIPAC. 

“Arab governments do not 
understand how to deal with the 
American government. We 
should tell America what we 
want, the bottom line,” Mr. 


Sukhtian said. Mr. Sukhtian 
added that breaking AIPAC now 
“is our last chance.” If the Arab 
governments fail, the door is left 
open “for fundamentalists and 
extremists on both sides, even in 
Israel... and bloodshed will con- 
tinue for another 40 to 50 years." 

According to the Washington 
Post, some people complain that 
AIPAC has closed its ears to 
Israeli moderates and has spent 
years cultivating key members of 
the House and Senate to ensure 
aid to the Jewish state continues 
and arms sales to the Arab states 
decline. 

In the past decade, the lobby 
has quadrupled its staff to more 
than 100 and quintupled its mem- 
bership to 55,000 households, 
attracting people from all reli- 
gions and races. Its membership 
financed budget also increased 
more than 1.4 million in 1980 to 
12 million in 1991, according to 
the Washington Post. 

ADC also accusses AIPAC of 
forming American foreign policy 
on the Middle East. According to 
the article in the Post, AIPAC 
^tematicaDy lobbies the Amer- 
ican government's executive 
branch, and has many senators 
and congressmen on their list as 
rubber stamps approving 
AIPAC-supported policies. 

"Few congressmen who get out 
of line are punished and pay a 
dear price,” Mr. Sukhtian said. 
"Unless Aiate realise this and 
deaJ with this situation in Amer- 
ica with vigour we are going to 
continue losing.” 


Environmental fund wili 
aid Jordan’s developmei

COPENHAGEN (Petra) — Jor- 
dan has been eleaed a member of 
the executive council for Asia's 
seat in a committee implementing 
the Montreal protocol on safe- 
guarding the environment. 

The decision was taken at an 
international conference in Mon- 
treal attended more than 1(X) 
nations including Jordan. 

In a statement to Radio 
Copenhagen. Jordan’s delegate 
Dr. Abdul Razzak Tubeishat the. 
Minister of Municipal and Rural 
Affairs and the Environment said 
that the conference reached an 
agreement over tbe creation of a 
special fiind to finance develop- 
ing countries to implement the 


Montreal protocol of 1987 and 
the Geneva conference resolu- 
tions on the protection of the 
environment. 

Under the agreement, Jordan 
along with other Arab countries 
will benefit from the fund's aid to 
deal with among other things, 
ozone-destroying materials. Dr. 
Tubeishat said. 

Dr. Tubeishat, said that this 
will mean Jordan's industry will 
not shoulder additional financial 
burdens, since tbe $240 million 
fond will cover the cost of helping 
the kingdom’s industries attain 
raw materials that are not harm-’ 
fol to the environment. 


.According to the minister, the 
agreement bans import and ex- 
port operations involving al! 
materiais considered harmfol to 
the ozone layer. He said Jordan is 
a signatory’ to the Montreal pro- 
tocol and willfully adhere to its 
provnsions. 

Dr. Tubeishat had earlier 
addressed the Copenhagen con- 
ference noting that tbe kingdom 
was facing a number of environ- 
mental problems which impeded 
the country's development. 

He said that such problems, 
together with meagre natural re- 
sources. are causing hea \7 press- 
ure on the Jordanian economy. 


Cult statues return to Amman

AMMAN — Two neolithic lime plaster statues 
unearthed in the summer of 1983 are finally back 
in Jordan after over 10 years in a London 
laboiatory. 

The statues, discovered at tbe Ain Ghazal site, 
a major centre of neolithic pottery production, 
larger and more significant than the Jericho site, 
in the West Bank, or tbe one in Beidha. north of 
Petra, are dated to 7500-5500 BC. 

They were buried together in three caches and 
are part of several dozen figures modelled in 
piaster over a core of reed. According to Dr. 
Safwan Tell, director general of the Department 
of Antiquities, who brought the statues back 
from London, they constitute a distinctive collec- 
tion, with items older than the Jericho ones, to 
which they resemble. 

The statues are unique, said Dr. Tell, both 
because of their representation (delicate details 
and ei^ressfve features, attesting to die mastery 
of the inhabitants of the area) and because of the 
fact that they constitute a surprising collection of 
some of the earlier examples of three- 
dimensional art depicting stylised human forms. 

The statue's hei^t ranges between 35 and 90 
cm and they probably constituted objects of cult. 
The two statues brought back from tbe Institute 
of Archaeology at the University of London, 
vriiere they underwent restoration and conserva- 
tion treatment for almost 10 years. The rest of the 
statues are expected to be returned by 199S. 
Their similarity to the ones excavated in Jericho 
leads the archaeologists to believe that there 
were religious and social contacts between tbe 
two regions during the Neolithic period. 

The two statues which recently arrived in 
Amman, have the heads standing on a long 
straight neck, tbe arms of one of the statues are 
crossed on- the bust, suggest^ an attitude of 
prayer; tbe other one is squatting and has vertical 
orange stripes, finger-traced, on its left leg.

The French leader came to 
Israel and Jordan not only to implore the parties to the 
peace process to push harder for peace hot to tdl the wmid 
in general and the parties to the Arab-lsraeb conflict in 
particular of two fundamental elements vital to the ongoing 
peace oegotiatioos.

JORDANIAN DAILY newspapers Friday welcomed a visit to 
Jonten by French President Frai^is Mitteirand, expressing hope 
that France and the rest of the European Community countries 
will assume a more potitive role in helping the countries of the 
Middle East attain peace and stability. The French president’s 
visit to Jordan, said Al Ra'i Arabic daily, assumes a gr^t 
tigniticance in view of the fact that Amman and Paris hold quite 
similar views with regard to a settlement to the Palestine problem 
and on other issues that have been plaguing the region for so long. 
Referring to Mitterrand's statements at a press conference in 
Israel Thursday, the paper said that it is dear that Paris supports 
die involvement of the PLO in the peace-making process and the 
establishment of a Palestinian state. There is no doubt that the 
French president and King Hussein will tackle the region's issues, 
and there is no doubt that Jordan will be advocating a more 
serious role on the part of Europe towards settling the Arab 
Israeli conflict, the paper said. It said that Paris and Amman hold 
similar views about the need for the PLO to participate in the 
ongoing peace efforts, about the establishment of a Palestinian 
state and the recognition of the Palestinian people's rights. 
Therefore, Jordan welcomes the French president, hoping that 
discussions in these fields will widen bilateral cooperation in 
economic, cultural, technical and other fields and pave the way 
for a more fraitful relationship, said the paper. 


A COLUMNIST in AJ Dusfonr commented on the outcome of a 
U.N. Security Council debate on sanctions imposed on Iraq, 
accusing the Kuwaiti riders of being behind the continued 
embargo. Tiie sanctions imposed an Iraq are more of Kuwait’s 
making than of Mr. Bush and Mr. Major, and it is the Kuwaiti 
regime which deserves the curse of history, said Taber Al Udwan. 
The writer said that Tareq Aziz's failure to secure an end to the 
sanctions was expected simply because of the Gulf countries' 
attitude and because Mr. Bush is still in the White House 
supporting the Kuwaitis and their allies. Mr. Bush is the faithful 


servant of the world oil companies, protecting their interests in 
the region, and as long as he ensures a flood of oil at cheap prices 


on world markets, he is supported by the Golf states and the oil 
companies, said the writer. Mr. Aziz did not go to the Security 
Council begging, but as a true Arab, pointing to the errors 
committed by the world community against his country and to the 
fact that such an embargo is harmful to mankind, said the writer. 
It is for Israel, which hates to see a rising Arab power and fm 
protecting America's oil interests, that Mr. Bush launched his 
aggression on the Iraqi people, the writer added. He said that as 
long as the Arabs harbour such evil rulers tike those in Kuwait, 
who sold themselves out to the devil, the world is bound to see 
further atrocities.

Jordan’s move 
to democracy

DURING ISRAELI Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin's U.S. 
summer visit. President George 
Bush explained that he had re- 
versed his position and approved 
a $10 billion loan guarantee in 
part because Israel was “a demo- 
cracy surrounded by countries 
that aren't." 

It is true that most of Israel's 
neighbours are not democratic, in 
fact, as Mr. Bush knitted together 
a multinaiion coalition to oust 
Iraq from Kuwait and protect the 
oil fields of Saudi Arabia, he 
avoided justifying it as an attempt 
to restore democracy, since each 
of these neighbours are heredit- 
aiy monarchies not committed lo 
democratic principles. 

Two closer neighbours also fail 
to meet the democratic standard, 
but were considered vital coali- 
tion partners. Egypt was so im- 
portant that Mr. Bush forgave its 
S7 billion debt to the United 
States. While Egypt does hold 
elections. President Ho.sni 
Mubarak has held office for the 
past 1 1 years and has been the 
only candidate in each of his 
political contests. 

Israel's northern neighbour. 
Syria, is ruled by a man some 
consider to be even more ruthless 
than Saddam Hussein. In the 
most recent "elections,” Presi- 
dent Hafez Al Assad managed to 
accumulate over 99 per cent of 
the vote. 

But Syria was so important to 
the multination coalition that the 
Bush administration turned a 
blind eye when Mr. Assad's milit- 
ary crushed a demonstration 
against the coalition, an act that 
killed scores of Syrian citizens. 

Since Kuwait's liberation, the 
U.S. president has not pre^d 
for political reform in Saudi Am- 
bia, Kuwait. Egypt or Syria. 

Ironically, while those Arab 
states who joined in the U.S. -led 
coalition do fit Mr. Bush's de- 
scription as “non-democratic" 
neighbours of Israel, the one 
state that remained neutral in the 
crisis is moving towards democra- 
tisation. 

Long before Operation Desert 
Storm, and even before the col- 
lap^ of the Soviet Union, the 
nation of Jordan began u process 
of political reform. 

While condemning Iraq's ac- 
tion, the Jordanian government 


followed the wishes of iu people 
in calling for u peaceful solution 
to the crisis. As a consequence. 
Jordan, a long-time fri.nd of the 
United States, was castigated by 
the Bush administration and ac- 
cused of siding with the Iraqi 
president. 

This summer I travelled to Am- 
man to examine Jordan's political 
liberalisation. I found a country 
that has suffered enermousiy 
since the Gulf crisis but remains 
committed to democratisation. 

In place now are political par- 
ties, free and open elections, a 
representative parliament, and a 
press that freely criticises the 
government. While its democracy 
is young and fragile. Jordan has 
made significant progress. 

At the same time, the govern- 
ment fuevs many challenges. Jor- 
dan's population swelled by U) 
per cent during the Gulf crisib. as 
Palestinians and Jordanians ex- 
pelled from Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia sougni refuge in Jordan. 

The cost of resettling these 
returnees has been enormous for 
a counrry w/fh scarce resources. 

In my conversations with His 
Majesty King Hussein, he cre- 
dited democratic calm in Jordan 
during the war. noting that it 
"was one of the cause.s of the 
survival of Jordan under some of 
the most extreme difficulties this 
country has ever faced." 

George Bush's implication that 
Israel is the only democracy in 
the Middle East is incorrect. As 
King Hus.sein pointed out "there 
is another one on (he Arab side as 
well." 

For King Hussein, democracy 
throughout the Middle East "is 
the only guarantee for ensuring 
that individuals will not destroy 
each other and their countries." 

For now. the King and the 
govemnient's "sole concern" is "to 
consolidate the foundations on 
which democracy exists" in Jor- 
dan. For the sake of real peace in 
this turbulent region, the U.S. 
government should encourage 
the type of reforms Jordan has 
vigorously pursued.

Disaster looming in 
Iraq on Somalia scale, 
wsirns U.N. official

WASHINGTON — Internal 
blockades of food and emergency 
supplies to Kurdish populations in 
Northern Iraq now ^reaten a 
disaster "on the scale of Bosnia 
or Somalia," United Nations Spe- 
cial Rapporteur Max Van der 
Stoel warned Nov. 23. "We are 
confronted with ...a race against 
time.” 


In a U.S. Information Agency 
Woridnet discussion on human 
rights abuses in Iraq, Mr. Van der 
Sloe] told journalists in Am- 
man, Abu Dhabi and Riyadh that 
on Nov. 24 he would release a 
report to the United Nations 
General Assembly "in the hope 
that the various governments rep- 
resented in the United Natior}s 
will realise the seriousness of the 
situation." 


The United Nations official 
noted that his is but the latest in a 
continuing series of protests and 
'appeals the international 
community. The United Nations 
commission on human rights and 
the United Nations General 
Assembly repeatedly expressed 
deep concerns, and the United 
Nations Security Council, in Re- 
solution 688 of April 1992. de- 
manded that the Iraqi govern- 
ment end its j^licy of repression 
in order to bring stability to the 
region. 


Mr. Van der Stoel said the 
worst incidents of abuse took 
place in the quelling of the upris- 
ings in Iraq in the spring of 1991, 
"but the repression continues. 
People who dare to disagree with 
the government are not safe." 


Characterising the human 
rights situation in Iraq as 
"absurd,” Mr. Van der Stoel 
pointed out- that "here we have 
one of the most oil-rich states of 
the world and still tens of 
thousands of Kurds are in danger 
of freezing to death." 

"This is an intolerable situa- 
tion, not just an absurd one," he 
asserted. 


Asked for specific examples of 
human rights violations, Mr. Van 
der Stoel said "disappiearances 
have taken place on a massive 
scale. People are arrested and 
nobody ever heard of them 
again. 


Mr. Van der Stoel said the 
Iraqi government’s continuing re- 
fusal to avail itself of the oppor- 
tunity to sell up to $900 million in 
oil products to purchase food and 
medicine for its civilian popula- 
tion “constitutes an internal 
embargo” and has resulted in a 
deterioration of the health situa- 
tion in Iraq. 


"I am thinking of people who 
have been killed witimut even a 
due process of law simply because 
the regime didn't trust them,” he 
added. Moreover, he said during 
the regime's struggle against the 
Kurds, "there have l^n inst- 
ances of chemical attacks on vil- 
lages which cost many, many, 
many lives.” 


"The only way to avoid a new 
disaster in the face of an 
approaching winter,” he said, is 
for the Iraqi government to fulfill 
its promises and give maximum 
unrestricted and espedally rapid 
assistance in efforts to get 
emergency food and oil supplies 
to the north. 


"I can only app^ to the Iraqi 
government to ^ve maximum 
cooperation,” he added. And “if 
it would fail to give maximum 
cooperation, it will be directly 
resfXinsible for the deaths of 
tho^mb of people.” Mr. Van 
der Stoel warned. 


Asked if Iraq has accounted for 
Kuwaitis held after the Cidf war, 
Mr. Van der Stoel smd it has been 
impossible to obtain any informa- 
tion on the missing Kuwaitis. He 
said the International Committee 
of the Red Cross has tried to find 
out more because Kuwaiti prison- 
ers of war “lists .. are 
still considered to be in Iraq. 

“Unfortunately, as far as I'm 
aware, all these efforts have been 
to no avail. This all remains a 
mystery, what has happend to 
these people." 

"Human lives do not seem to 
be of value in Iraq. People who 
disagree with the government 
might have to pay with their 
lives" — United Stales Informa- 
tion Agency.

the re^on this time will con- 
vince him of the need for such 
an important role, said the 
daily. 

Mahmoud Al Rimawi, a col- 
umnist in Al Ra't, noted with 
deep satisfaction Mr. Mitter- 
rand's recent statements on the 
Middle East question. The 
French president has deman- 
ded that the Palestinians have 
their rights and their own inde- 
pendent state within the 
framework of an overall settle- 
ment, noting France’s readi- 
ness, within the European 
community to help the various 
parties arrive at peace, said 
Mahmoud Al Rimawi. Rimawi 
said that the French president 
is to be commended for his 
demand that tiie PLO should 
play a key role in the current 
peace negotiations. 

Al Ra'i Arabic duly discus- 
sed the Middle East questhm in 
the light of recent statemmts by 
Israeli Premier YHtiiak Rabin 
and said that Mr. Rabin’s 
statements about his deter- 
mination to pursue the nego- 
tiations with the Arabs were 
not enough. 

It is not enough to hear 
words without actions and it is 
not logical to believe what the 


Israelis say as their actions 
contradict their statements, 
said the daily. 

It said that Mr. Rabin's 
statements about peace with 
the Arabs contradict his de- 
legation's intraiisigence at the 
peace negotiations and the 
Jewish state’s continued atroci- 
ties a^nst the ^estinians in 
the occupied Arab lands. 

Writing in Al Ra'i daily, 
columnist Abdul Rahim 
sud that most of toe Palesti- 
mans are determined to sup- 
port peace eff«1s on cwidilion 
that tbay ensnre toe let n m of 
llieir rights and usurped tends 
since 1948.

Taiwan: Opening up and arming at the same tin 


TAIPEI — It is a paradox 
which defines a bigger para- 
dox. Taiwan's businessmen 
are rushing helter-skelter to 
shift production to main- 
land China where labour 
costs are low. Money, peo- 
ple and goods are moving 
across the Taiwan Strait 
(via Hong Kong) in increas- 
ing volume. Yet in the past 
few weeks the government 
in Taipei has concluded 
deals to buy 210 fighter 
planes worth some $8 bil- 
lion from the United States 
and France to protect itself 
from the compatriots across 
toe Strait. 

These are spectacular 
deals by any standard, and 
particularly for a territory 
of 20 million people, albeit 
with exchange reserves of 
$80 billion. 

In the supplier countries, 
these deals are viewed in 
the context of job creation 
or of impact on relation 
with China. But whatever 
their motives they have a 
profound significance not 
just for Taiwan but also for 
East Asia. The fact is that 
although East Asia is the 
world's focus of tracte and 
investment growth, it is also 
the focus of the biggest 
arms race in the world. 

In this connection, the 
aircraft sales should Ito wel- 
comed for their modest con- 
tribution to righting a 
dangerous and fest growing 
imbalance. They are in fact 
long overdue. They would 
have happened years ago 
but for the blind enthu- 
siasm. whether driven by 
greed or by idealism, that 
has characterised western, 
and especially American, 
responses to the Deng reg- 
ime. As with Iraq’s opposi- 
tion to Iranian fun- 
damentalism. so China's 


obeisances towards the 
marketplace have gained it 
favours beyond number. 

Taiwan had been trying 
to buy modem planes to 
replace an agmg fighter 
fleet since Jimmy Carter 
was in the White House. 
That it has succeeded, it 
seems at first sight, due 
more to a coincidence of 
fectons chan to any great 
change in strategic percep- 
tions b^ the vendors. One 
determining factor appears' 
to have b^n the election 
needs of George Bush — 
delivering job security to 
General Dynamics workers 
in Texas. 

France’s decision (still 
not officially confirmed) 
appears to have been a con- 
s^uence of the dire com- 
mercial straits of Mirage 
maker DassaulL IJie deal is 
probably .even bigger than 
so far mentioned. Sources 
in Taiwan suggest that there 
is an option on another 60 
Mirages, but both sides are 
proceeding cautiously, 
trying to limit the inevitable 
Peking threats of retalia- 
tion. 

The United States 
appears irritated that 
Taiwan has opted for the 
Mirage 2000$ as well as the 
P-16s. The ffrench planes 
are closer to state-of-the-art 
technology than anything 
the United States has ^en 
prepared to offer. Althou^ 
the Mirages will be deli- 
vered first, the F-16 s are of 
an older design. Another 
source of aimoyaiice to the 
United States is that 
Washington, which has long 
treated Taipei as a puppet 
on a string will lose the 
leverage of being its sole 
warpUme supplier. 

American irritation is 
partly real but may be part- 


ly for effect. After all, both 
the United States and 
France are contributing to 
the other key feature of 
Taiwan’s defence buildup 
— its plans to buy, lease or 
build up to 30 Agates to 
strengthen the island’s nav- 
al capability. 


Two other European 
countries, Germany and the 
Netherlands, hope for con- 
tracts to e^and Taiwan's 
submarine fleet from two to 
six or nine by the end of the 
decade. The Dutch would 
probably have done a deal 
already but for hopes of a 
big Fokker plane deal with 
Peking. 

As for the United States, 
its policy seems to be shift- 
ing away from Peking even 
before President Bush 
leaves the White House. 
The Nov. 19. announce- 
ment of an impending visit 
Ity a cabinet- rank: U.S. offi- 
dal. Trade Representative 
Carla Hills, suggests that 
Washington may now be 
putting commerce before 
China politics in its dealings 
with Taiwan. 


It is not dear how far the 
West may be driven by a 
need for arms contracts at 
any price, a waning of in- 
fatuation with China mar- 
ket pioqsects or an adtnow- 
ledgement that East Asian 
imbalances should not con- 
tinue to grow. Taiwan has 
toe additiotial lure of a 
mammoth civil infrastruc- 
ture programme now under 
way. Bonn, which in recent 
^ars had kept Taipei at a 
distance, last week sent 
Ewnoinics Minister Jurgen 
MoUeirtann on a misrion to 
drum up business.

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Japan economic 
slowdown spurs 
bankruptcies 


TOKYO (R) The dead hand 
of Japan’s economic slowdomi is 
now killing more finiis than the 
lingering hangover from plunging 
stock and land prices, economists 
have said. 

The private Tokyo Commerce 
and Industry Research Co. 
(TCfR) said the number of bank- 
ruptcies involving debts of over 
10 million yen (S81300) totalled 
1.293 cases in October, up 20.7 
per cent from October 1991 and 
up 7.8 per cent from September. 

The 1.293 companies going 
bankrupt, the largest monthly fi- 
gure this year, left debt worth 
796.33 billion yen (S6.47 billion), 
down 0.9 per cent from October 
2991 but up 39.S per cent from 
September. 

“The recession continues to 
daim a large number of manufac- 
turing, construction and other 
firms not directly touched by the 
bursting of Japan’s inflated asset 
and stock prices,” said TCIR 
analyst Katsuji Kusakari. 

He said chat until this year 
bankruptcies had bnn mostly 
confin^ to the real estate and 
financial sectors. 

TCtR expects corporate bank- 
ruptcy debt in calendar 19^ to be 
the second largest on record, 
after the 8.15 trillion yen (S66.2 
billion) posted in 1991. 

Failures stemming from tough 
business conditions accounted fm 
53.5 per cent of total bankrupt- 
cies in October, the seventh con- 
secutive month that the percen- 
tage was over 50 per cent, the 
TCIR showed in its monthly re- 
port. 

“The more spectacular, real 
estate-related bankruptcies are 
mostly behind us as the problem 
shifts to the commercial and 
manufacturing sectors and also to

Luzon island in recent weeks. 
Breakdowns aggravated the problem 
Wednesday, causing cuts of up to 
six hours. 

Mr. Ramos said he would sign 
into law shortly a bill to create an 
energy department to coordinate 
a long-term energy programme. 

“Over 1993-98. we shall be 
spending the equivalent of $26 
billion for public investments and 
capital outlays — to give Phili- 
pine industry the infrastructure it 
urgently need.s,” he said at the 
18th ASEAN-Japanese business- 
men's meeting. 

Funds will be used for electric 
power, telecommunications, 
highways, bridges, seaports, 
irrigation, flood control and 
farm-to-market roads.

“The word ’sokobai’ is being 
used on the street and that is 
precisely the situation.” Gaishi 
Hiraiwa, chairman of the power- 
ful business lobby Keidanren, 
told reporters. 

“We can see a few bright spots 
in bousing starts and fwblic in- 
vestment but the decline in con- 
sumption is severe and, in par- 
ticular, personal consumption is 
slack,” be said. 

Others say even "crawling 
along the bottom” may be too 
(^tioiistic. 

"Some people think the eco- 
nomy toudied bottom in the July- 
to-September period,” said 
Toshio Ito, chief economist at 
Sumitomo Bank, “but I am not 
convinced that it has.

German parliament 
approves ’93 budget 


BONN (R) — The German par- 
liament approved the 1993 feder- 
al budget Friday after a fiery 
four-day debate in which the 
opposition Social Democrats ac- 
cused Finance Minister Tlieo 
Waigel of incompetence and de- 
manded hb resignation. 

The budget, passed by 368 
votes to 208, provides for a 2.5 
per cent rise in federal spending 
to 435.6 billion marks ($271.4 
billion) in 1993 and a budget 
deficit of 43 billion marks ($26.79 
bilfion), up from a project^ 40.5 
billion marks ($25.23 billion) in 

1992. 

Around 92 billion marks 
($57.32 billion) is earmarked in 
the budget for former communist 
East Germany. 

Mr. Waigel said total transfers 
to the depressed region, including 
those from west German region^ 
states, would increase by seven 
billion marks ($4.36 billion) to 
135 billion ($84.11 billion) in 

1993, accounting for more than 
five per cent of west German 
gross national product. 

In contrast to Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl, who admitted for the 
first time Wednesday that Ger- 
many was in recession, Mr. 
Waigel gave an optimsitc assess- 
ment of the country’s prospects. 

“Despite the cujrrent rather un- 
favourable economic data. I see 
no reason to fear sustained eco- 
nomic weaness,” he said. 

An expected pickup in the U.S. 
economy, a successful conclusion 
to GAIT world free trade talks 
and the start of the European 
Community’s single market next 
year should all boost economic 
growth. 

“There are signs of moderation 
in pay settlements which will pro- 
vide clear relief on wage costs and 
inflation,” Mr. Waigel added. 
“On this basis funber reductions 
in interest rates will be possible 
next year.” 

The Bundesbank, Germany’s 
powerful central bank, has said it 
will keep interest rates high until 
it sees clear evidence that Ger- 
man inflation is falling. Econom- 
ists say cuts could come in the 


Underground economy 
thrives in Angolan chaos 


LUANDA (R) — Looting and 
political chaos have virtually pa- 
ralysed Angola's economy but 
the venders and thieves operating 
on the streets are thriving. 

The looting of shops and 
warehouses in violence which kil- 
led thousands of people three 
weeks ago and the mobilisation of 
UNTTA rebel troops across the 
country have forced the economy 
underground. 

The best place to change 
money and buy goods from furni- 
ture to tennis shoes is on the 
streets of Luanda, where even 
policemen ply stolen wares. 

The rise in underground trad- 
ing '..iS prompted authorities in 
Luanda province to announce an 
offensive against illicit street 
vending throughout the capital. 

Miguel Alvarenga. who is 
spearheading the drive, said mer- 
chandise would be seized and 
unlicenced venders punished. 

“We are taking drastic mea- 
sures against those who do not 
heed our warnings." he told the 
state-run daily Jomal de Angola. 

Motorists stopping at interesec- 
tions are often ^sieged by ven- 
ders waving an array of goods no 
longer available in many stores. 

“Nail polish? pillow cases? toys 
for the kids?" offers one 14-year- 
old youth, pushing his wares 
through the car window. 

He was jostled aside by a com- 
puter brandishing stainless steel

Key indicators such as indust- 
rial production, orders and unem- 
ployment show Europe’s econo- 
mic powerhouse slowing down. 

The government’s independent 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
also known as the five wise men, 
expect zero growth in west Ger- 
man gross national product in 
1993 after expected growth of 1.5 
per cent growth in 1992.

Federal debt of 60.9 billion 
marks ($37.94 billion), most of it 
incurred since Germany united 
1990, is tbe second largest item in 
the budget after spending by the 
labour and social ^airs ministry, 
which win rise 8.8 per cent to 98.7 
biUion marks ($61.50 billion) in 
1993. 

The main cuts were made in 
defence spending. 

The government has already 
said there will be a sup- 
plementary budget early in 19^ 
ooDtainii^ over 12 billion marls 
($7.48 biUion) of extra ending 
in east Germany. 

To prevent the deficit from 
rising, this will be financed by 
stiff cuts elsewhere in the budget. 
Mr. Waigel has warned that there 
will be no taboos and that welfare 
benefits and university student 
grants are likely to be among the 
items cut.

VIENNA (R) — OPEC clinched 
a deal Friday designed to throttle 
back production and boost oil 
prices. 

But the group’s success in fix- 
ing new oU ou^ut quotas was 
marred by a decision by Ecuador 
to become the first country to 
leave tbe Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEQ since it was founded in 
Baghdad in 1960. 

An OPEC spokesman said the 
effective output ceiling for the 
remaining 12 member states 
would be 24.582 million barrels 
per day (b/d) from Jan. 1. The 
latest Western estimates put 
OPEC production without 
Ecuador at around 25 million b/d. 

Ecuador had been producing 
about 320.(XX) b/d. 

London oil prices surged by 
almost 30 cents a barrel on news 
of tile accord, which brings Iran 
back into the OPEC fold and pins 
members to output limits for the 
first time since the ^ulf war. 

“I feel that this agreement is 
quite different from other agre^ 
ments. It is realistic...,” said 
OPEC President and Venezuelan 
Oil Minister Alirio Parra. 

Oil traders had said a cut of at 
least 500,000 b/d was necessary 
from all 13 members to bolster 
sagging oil prices. But market 
analysts said the return to indS- 
vidoal pFodoction fimits might 
pot enough teeth in the d^. 

The hinged on comprom- 
ises by OPECs top two produc- 
ers, Saudi Arabia and Iran. Each 
of the Gulf rivals had taken a 
toughstance in early negotiations. 

Both were apparently con- 


cerned that any concesrions could 
come back to haunt them as even 
deeper cuts are likely to be 
needed next year, delegate 
sources said. 

But ministers agreed that deci- 
sions at the meeting would not set 
a precedent in further quota- 
wrangling. 

Their differences were resolved 
when Saudi Arabia agreed to 
fwaifg a tiny cut from 8.45 million 
b/d and Irw said it would slash 
output by about 10 per cent to 
3.49 million b/d. 

Saudi Arabia had been reject- 
ing any cuts, arguing that its 
production, unlike Iran’s had not 
risen sharply in the past few 
months. 

It also doubted whether Ira- 
nian output was as high as its 
claimed 3.9 milUon b/d and was 
reluctant to slash production to 
match what it saw as “imaginary” 
Iranian cuts. 

Saudi Oil Minister Hisbara 
Nazer said: “We would have 
liked to see a much lower ceiling’* 
but the final figure was “accq>t- 
able.” 

Iranian Oil Minister Gholam- 
reza Aqazadeh, who dissented 
from the last OPEC accord, said 
he was “satisfied. 1 have respect 
for this figure (ceiling).” 

London oil futures prices, 
already down 10 per cent since 
mid-Oi^ber on excess OPEC 
supply, had tumbled to seven- 
month lows Thursday. The price 
for January delivery hit a hi^ oi 
$19.12 a barrel Friday befon 
stipping back to $18.89, up 1- 
cents on the day. 


Singapore sends trade 
mission to Middle East 


SINGAPORE (Agencies) — A 
IS-member mission from Singa- 
pore left Friday to develop trade 
and investment links with Saudi 
Arabia. Iran. Turkey and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

The Trade Development 
Board announced that executives 
from 12 companies and three 
officials were led by Yatiman 
Yusof, parliamentary secretary in 
the ministry of foreign affairs. 

“There are new business 
opportunities unfolding in the 
Middle East following the end of 
the cold and Gulf wars. Iran and 
Turkey are poised to expand their 
economic and trade linliswiih the 
former Soviet republics." he said. 

The mission hopes to sell per- 
sonal computers, food, furniture, 
pharmaceuticals, desalination 
machinery, electric cables, in- 
dustrial safety products and auto 
parts. 

In the first nine months of this 
year, total trade between Singa- 
pore and the Middle East fell 1 1 .9 
per cent to 0.7 billion Singapore 
dollars ($5.3 billion) over the 
same period last year. 

Saudi Arabia is Singapore’s 
biggest trading partner in the 
region, with total trade of 5 bil- 
lion Singapore dollais ($3.06 bil- 
lion) in the fiixt nine months of 
this year.

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De Klerk offers 1994 
date for multiracial polls 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — The 
African National Congress 
(ANQ says 1994 is too fong to 
wait for ending white minority 
rule, and rejects President F.W. 
De Klerk's timetable for elections 
in 16 months. 

While serions differences re- 
main, the ANC and the white 
government are getting closer to 
setting a date the first elec- 
tions that woodd inchiide the coun- 
try's 30 million black majority. 

Mr. De Klerk, in a major 
armouncemem Thursday, offered 
to end cmituries of white domina- 
tion with a multiracial poll for an 
interim government in March or 
April of 19S14. 

The ANC, the leading black 
group, swiftly denounced the 
plan as “totally unaccef^ble.*' 
But earlier this week, the ANC 
called for an election in nine to 12 
months — only a few months 
earlier than Mr. De Klerk's prop- 
osal. 

Before an election date can be 
set, the government, the ANC 
and other opposition parties will 
have to readi a series of agree- 
ments in a new round multiparty 
talks. The last session collapsed 
in June amid bitter recrimina- 
tions. 

*The real negotiatitms haven't 
even begun," sw Business Day, 
the country’s leading linandai 
daily. “After nearly two years of 
alternating between ecst^ and 
dMpair, those with volatile poli- 
tical temperaments face probably 
two more years of tiie same." 

Ordinary Sooth Africans, used 
to the ups and downs of the 
country's turbulent politics, did 


not appear particularly exdted by 
Mr. De Klerk’s plan. 

“Everybody is uncertain of 
where they are going and what's 
happening," said Anil Natfaoo, 
and Indiu shop owner in central 
JcAanne^utg. 

NonetheleS, Mr. De Klerk's 
announcement Thursday was a 
dear sign that he expects the talks 
involving 19 parties to resume 
shortly. 

“I’m convinced diat the prog-' 
ramme set out is attaiiuible,” Mr. 
De Klerk said at a news- confer- 
ence in Pretoria, the capital. “We 
cannot turn back, we cannot get 
bogged down." 

The ANC routinely denounces 
Mr. De Klerk’s political propos- 
als minutes after they are uttered. 
But with the reform process stal- 
led, the black movement has be- 
come increasin^y pragmatib and 
appears more wilting than before 
to cut a deal with the white 
goverriment. 

The two parties plan to hold 
extensive hilateral talks soon, 
which should help clear the way 
for multiparty disoissions by ear- 
ly next year. 

And in a key policy shift, the 
ANC announced last week that a 
black-white powr sharing gov^ 
ernment was likely in a post 
apartheid South Africa. 

ANC leader Nelson Mandela, 
speaking Thursday before Mr. 
^ Klerk's announcement, said 
the ANC would likely win a 
South African election but may 
share power with the losers to 
prevent strife. 

An elected interim government 
is virtually pertain to includ* Mr 


De Klerk's National Party, the 
ANC, as well as several other 
parties, with ail having a voice in 
decision making. 

Mr. De Kleik’s five-year term 
of office expires in ^ptember 
1994, and that has been consi- 
dered the deadline for reaching a 
black-white political settlement. 
However, Mr. De Klerk had not 
offered a date for multiracial 
elections until Thursday's 
announcement. 

He cautioned that his timetable 
was flexible, and could be adv- 
anced or delayed depending on 
the progress of negotiations. 

Even if elections take place in 
1S194 as Mr. De Klerk envisions. 
South Aftica's transition to a full 
democracy would not be com- 
plete. 

Tlie elected interim govern- 
ment would write the country's 
new constitution^ That process 
would be followed by a second 
election ntitering- in a new govern- 
ment. 

Mr. De Klerk swiftly abolished 
apartheid laws after coming to 
power in 1989, but his constitu- 
tion^ reforms have stalled in the 
past year, and many blacks are 
increasin^y disilusioned. 

Politick violence has killed 
some 9,000 blacks in the past 
three years, and much of the 
fighting involves the ANC and 
Inkatha, the second largest black 
group. The bitter rivals 
announced Wednesday they 
would hold a peace summit soon. 

However, previous meetings 
have failed to slow the carnage 
among their sui^rteis, many of 
h m young activists beyond the 

ntrol of their leaders.

**My only son, my flower, died 
from the hand of tiie enemy," the 
weqmig women shouted, adding: 
“We will kiii them." 

A 2S-year-old man held up die 


birth certificate and death notice 
of his 30-year-oki brother, killed 
three months and declared: 
“No pasaran (no way past)." 

Lo^ people said many of the 
demonstrators on the bridge link- 
ing Serbia with ^rb-faeld Bosnia 
were Serb refugees whose homes 
had been ra:^ during seven 
months of civil war in the former 
Yugoslav Republic. 

A Bosnian Serb army officer 
crossed the bridge to tell U.N. 
troops be was in touch with army 
chief General Ratko Mladic, who 
promised Thursday that the con- 
voy, the third tn try to ge. to. 
Srebrenica, would be allowed 


through. 

“We will do everything in our 
power to control the people (on 
the bridge). We will find you a 
way to pass," the officer told tiie 
U.N. escort. 

But he refused a request that 
his forces fire' into the air to 
(fisperse the crowd. 

The convoy cf 22 trucks laden 
with food and children's dothing 
for the 70,000 people of Srebreni- 
ca, iL.«der Serb siege for seven 
months, tried the Skelani crosring 
over the Drina River after their 
first attempt to enter Bosnia was 
simUariy blocked by women and 
duldren. 




















Double 
defeat for 
Reynolds 
in Irish 
elections 

DUBLIN (R) — Irish voters have 
inflicted a double defeat on Prime 
Minister Albert Reynolds, humi- 
liating him in a general election 
and spurning his bid to hft Catho- 
lic fteland's blanket ban on abor- 
tion.

Bhutto to resume march Thursday

ISLAMABAD (R) — PiaJastan 
opposition leader ^nazir Bhutto 
wiU tesiune her “long march" 
aimed at ousting the government 
of Prime twister Nawaz Sharif 
next week, party officials said 
Friday. 

They said the coalition of 
opposition parties led by the for- 
mer prime minister planned to 
take tbdr protest to central Pun- 
jab province, Mr. Sharifs power 
base. 

Mrs. Bhutto launched her 
march last week to to topple 
the government, which she ac- 
cuses of corruption and rigging 
1990 elections. She has not said 
how she plans to throw it out. 


She will drive from Multan, 
cotton-growing centre of Punjab, 
next Thursday and stop to 
address rallies at towns along the 
route to the historic provincial 
ra pi fal of Lahote. Hie journey 
will take three dm. 

Thousands of supporters 
turned out when she M a train 
“crusade" from the southern port 
of Karadii tiiis week. She arrived 
in Lahore Tuesday and went 
north to the industiial cities of 
Gujranwala and Gujrat Thurs- 
day. 

The campaign began last week 
when Mrs. Bhutto and her sup- 
porters tried to march from 
Rawalpindi to parliament in Isla- 


mabad. Police broke up the 
mazdi and later arrested hun- 
dreds of opposition supporters.

Fire destroys hall in Vienna’s Hofburg Palace 


VIENNA (R) — Fire gutted the 
Redoutensaal Hall in Nfienna's 
Hofburg Palace Friday while the 
Austrian capital's renowned 
Lipnzaner stidlions, housed in 
stables below, were all led to 
safety, a Fire Department 
spokesman said. 

More than 350 firemen fought 
for more than five houis to con- 
trol the blaze in the grandiose 
Redoutensaal, which was built in 
the 18th century by Austrian 
Empress Maria Theresa. 

“We can say that we have the 
fire ftiDy under control, but we’re 
still coping with small bursts of 
fire which are being spread by 
sparks by the high winds," the 
fire ^kesman said. 


More than 60 Miite Lqnzzaner 
stallions and mares of die Vienna 
Spanish Riding Scfaixil, a major 
tourist attraction, were led to 
safety, the spokesman added. 

Ttey were taken with the help 
of police and passers-by to the 
Hofburg Castle Park. 

Firemen battled for hours to 
prevent the fire, fanned by die 
Mnd. ftom spreading to tka roof 
of the adjacent National Ubraty 
and its reading room, which 
bouses one of the world's largest 
collections of rare books ami 
manuscripts. 

Police and library workers, 
who had answered a radio appeal 
for help, canied some 190.000 


books and manuscripts from the 
ornate readiiig room to safety. 
Water was reported to have dai^ 
aged the fri^coes in the reading 
room. 

“The damage u most likely to 
go into hufKfosds of milHons of 
sdiflUngs (millions of dollars),” 
the Fire D^ortmenc spokesman 
said. 

The origms of the fire in the 
Redoutensaal, scene of nomeFOus 
international disarmament and 
other conferences, were still un- • 
dear. But firemeii said it was 
believed that ft bad been caused 
from smouldering remains after 
maintenance work in the attic of 
the wing late Thursday ni^t. 


German prosecutor holds 8 neo-Nazis 


BONN (R) — Federal investiga- 
'tors Friday announced tiie arrests 
of eight teenage accomplices to a 
young German held on suspiciOD 
of forming a gang of neo-Nazis 
which firebombed refugee 
homes. 

Federal prosecutor Alexander 
Von Stahl said in a statement the 
eight, aged 15 to 19, were 
arrested Wednesday as suspected 
membeis of 25-year-old Midiael 
Peters's group. 

The statement said investiga- 
tors were still probing whether 
members of Nv. Peters’s gang 
had taken part in Monday’s fire- 
bombing of a Turlosh home in 
Moelln near Hamburg in whkdi 
three Kurds were falM. 

Police said the wave of violence 
against foreigners continued with 
attacks Thu^ay night and I^- 


day morning against two refugee 
hemes in western Germany, in- 
duding one firebomfaing by six 
teenag^ boys who say they hate 
foreigners. 

Mr. Stahl said the ei^t sus- 
pects, tnclnding a 17-year-(rid 
gjrl, were being held on summon 
of attempted murder, attempted 
arson and disturbing the peace 
for their alleged roles in three 
inddents in Septemb^, the last 
two near MoeDn. 

Similar accusations were made 
against Mr. Peters Thursday. 

He was arrested Wedn^day on 
sus{ncion of fonrung “a rightisi; 
terrorist organisation" with 10 
otiier extremists and for possible 
links to the Moelln murders. 

It was the first apparent break- 
Chrough in solving the triple mur- 


der, the most deadly in a string of 
1,800 gang attacks on foreigners 
this year. 

Mr. Stahl took over a Moelln 
inquiry frcrni local police, pro- 
nouncing the attadi a challenge 
to German democracy, after 
learning that anonymous callers 
had contacted the fire brigade to 
announce the arson and ending 
saying “HeQ Htler." 

Meanwhile, police in the west 
German dty of Geisenkierfaen 
said two firebombs were exting- 
uished by guards and the other 
two banted out without eawong 
damage in an attack Thursday 
night. 

The culprits, a^ U to 15, told 
police they attaclced the home for 
Romanian and Yngodav gypries 
because they hated foreigners. 


Queen Elizabeth offers to pay tax

LONDON (R) — Queen BU- 
zabetfa has acted to queii moont- 
ing critidsm and restore flagging 
public supftoit for tiie British 
mofiardiy iritb an offer to pay tax 
on her personal in come and re- 
move nmor royals from the pub- 
lic payroll. The gesture by the 
queen, tax-exempt until now and 
billed as one of the world’s richest 
women, capped a tumoltuoiis 
week for the royal House of 
Windsor — during which even 
supporters said thiti the monar- 
chy was losiiig touch urftfa the 
people. 

The announcement of the in- 
itiative Prime Miiifeter John 
Major Thursday was widely wel- 
comed as a fitting response to 
pnUic imssnre at a tune when 
most Britons were filing tiw 
pinch of a prokMiged lecesrion. 

'*Wham bam thank yon. 
Ma'am" said the Daiiy Star news- 
paper. 

Some politicians said the 
changes did not go fer enough. 

“What Britain needs is a 
monarchy with a modem con- 
stitution," said Robert MacLen- 
nan, home affairs ^keanan for 
tiie opposition Liberal Democra- ‘ 
tic Pai^. 

But the Times and the Daily 
Tel^rafrti cautKMied that tiie con- 
cessjons should not open the way 
to changes so radical that they 
would d^troy the mystique of the 


IJXXl-year-old monarchy. 

“At a stroke, the royal femily is 
to become a little more like the 
rest of us," said the Daily Tele- 
ffspb. “(but) if there was no 
magic, no gold leaf, ... tbeo 
eventnally the case for monarchy 
itself would become bard to 
make." 

Estimates of the queen's pri- 
vate wealtli, generatii^ ineome as 
diyetse as share dMdends and 
winning from racehorses, range 
between £50 million ($76 miltioD) 
and £7 bUlion ($10.6 bilUon). 

It is not clear how much tax the 
queen will pay but Mr. Major 
told parUament arr an gements 
were likely to be finalised in rimr 
for the new tax year next April.
